Production of tires in July was 
estimated at 4,856,241, as against 4,- 
873.716 a year ago and 5,477,771 in 
June, 1929. 

A reduction in inventories was 
thus effected. the total being re- 
duced from 13,467,567 in 
11,872.330 in July, as compared with 
8,368,358 in July last year. 

Shipments of inner tubes were 
placed at 6,084,421, as against 5,- 
212,171 in the preceding month 
and 6,546,482 in July, 1928. Pro- 
duction of tubes amounted to 4,- 
634,482 in. , as against 5,233,- 
804 in June, and 5,005,216 a year 
ago. Inventories totaled 12,248,- 
982, as compared with 14,055,514 
in June, and 11,230,601 in July, 
1928. 

Production of solid and cushion 
tires continued to show a decline, 
the output in July amounting to 
31,751, as compared with 39,741 in 
June and 45.792 a year ago. 

The tire industry is estimated to 
have consumed a total of 69,665,338 
pounds of crude rubber and 24,167,- 
681 pounds of cotton fabric during 
the month of July in the manufac- 
ture of all types of pneumatic cas- 
ings. inner tubes and solid and c¢sh- 
ion tires. 

The association’s estimates are 
based on reports furnished by man- 
utacturers who produce approxi- 
mately 75 per cent. of the total for 
the United States.

Boston, Mass., Sept. 18.—With 
the exception of a few minor 
changes, the compulsory automo- 
bile insurance rates tentatively 
announced recently were promul- 
gated today by Insurance Com- 
missioner Merton L. Brown amid

The city solicitor of Chelsea im- 
mediately filed in the Supreme 
Court a petition seeking a review of 
the rates announced for that city. 
The mayor of Boston and city coun- 
sel are preparing to take the mat- 
ter to the Supreme Court also. The 
insurance commissioner in  an- 
nouncing the rates stressed the le- 
gality of the zoning system but in- 
timated that a driver's record might 
determine rates in the future 
Representative Sawyer of Ware

Aviation Transport Leaders 
Opposing F ederal Control 


ANSAS CITY, Sept. 18—Sug- 
gestions that they request 
Congress to pass iegislation plac- 
ing commercial air routes under 
government control were turned 
down by representatives of these 
lines at the first air traffic con- 
ference of the Aeronautical Cham- 
ber of Commerce here yesterday. 
A proposal by Earle P. Hallibur- 
ton of Duncan, Okla., president of 
the Southwest Air Fast Express, that 
the conference petition Congress for 
legislation enabling the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, or scme sim- 
ilar body, to control air rates, was 
lost for want of a second. 
A suggestion by William P. Mac-

merce for aeronautics, that a commit- 
tee be appointed to study the mat- 
ter, was not considered. 

Both MacCracken and Gen. John 
F. O’Ryan, president of the Colonial 
Airways System and chairman of 
the conference, opposed submission 
to government control.

‘erators that the railroads were not 
placed under regulation until “per- 
nicious practices” made it necessary, 
and said that the air transport ex- 
ecutives should work out their own 
problems. Government officials, he 
said, no matter how able or sincere, 
could not handle the matter as wel 
as the air industry itself. Gen 
O’Ryan asserted government control 
would be “a chain” on the air in- 
dustry. 

An indication of the desire of 
leaders of the industry to do their 
own regulating was given with 
the announcement of the appoint- 
ment of ten committees, each as- 
signed to consider a _ separate 
phase of air transportation.

ASSERTS LOOMIS 


Opposes Prof. Bullock’s 
Demand to Further 
Penalize Industry 


EW YORK, Sept. 18.— 
“Special taxes on trucks 
and buses have been mount- 
ing rapidly during the last 
ten years and are now reach- 
ing levels in some states so 
high that some marginal op- 
erators are being forced out 
of business,” declared Ed- 
ward F. Loomis, secretary, 
motor truck committee, Na- 
tional Automobile Chamber 
of Commerce, speaking at the 
annual convention of the Na- 
tional Tax Association at 
Saranac Lake, N. Y. 
“While the average tax per pas- 
senger automobile in the United 
States is $22 a year, the average 
tax per motor truck is more than 
twice as much, or $50,” Mr. Loomis 
asserted. Furthermore, common 
carrier trucks must pay fourteen 
times as much as the private auto- 
mobile, or $303 a year, and buses 
pay twenty-four times as much, or 
$512 a year.

Drastic action to prevent accidents on interstate bus 
lines operating through Michigan is under consideration 
by the Public Utilities Commission. J. Carl Sheil, com- 
mission secretary, pointed out that there have been sev- 
eral fatal accidents in Michigan this year on interstate 
lines. A difference in the accident rate on interstate and 
intrastate lines is attributed to the fact that the commuis- 
sion has complete jurisdiction over operations wholly 
within the state.

ESPITE reports of small farm crops in several sections 

of the country, due to long droughts, buying of auto- 

mobiles goes ahead at a greater rate than ever before at this 
season of the year. 

Michigan has been suffering from the longest drought 
since 1894 and, according to Verne H. Church, United 
States Agricultural Department statistician, the crops have 
suffered greatly. 

Mr. Church’s survey of the state of Michigan shows :— 

The corn crop will total 36,984,000 bushels, which is 
9,500,000 less than the August estimate and the lowest yield 
since 1920. 

Potatoes will yield only 23,783,000 bushels, an estimate 
that is 6,000,000 less than the August prediction. 

The yield of oats is estimated at 44,300,000 bushels, 
10,000,000 bushels less than 1928. 

It also is reported that fruit prospects declined 10 per 
cent. during August. 

Despite this lessening of farm crops in Michigan, busi- 
ness remains good and the automobile market in the state 
is said to be excellent. 

Michigan is not the only state that has suffered. Sev- 
eral states in the Northwest have had a long drought and it 
is reported that the drought, especially in northern Penn- 
sylvania and southern New York state, has been damaging.

Estimates have been received on illuminated stop signs 
with which to equip all principal streets, and it was dis- 
covered the cost would be approximately $500,000. 

A thirty-day trial of rigid enforcement of the parking 
ordinance will end this week, and, from remarks heard in 
Council and other quarters, it does not appear likely that 
such an experiment will be repeated, at least in the near 
future. 

This rigid enforcement of the parking ordinance was

On Pavements as 
Aviators’ Guide

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—Sug- 

gested specifications for the 
air markings of the principal mo- 
tor highways of the country have 
just been completed by the aero- 
nautics branch of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, Harry H. 
Blee, chief of the division of air- 
ports, announced today. 

He said that the _ specifications 
soon would be available for distri- 
bution and will describe in detail 
the standard system of marking 
recommended for use throughout 
the nation by the department. 

The department recommends 
simple markings involving in each 
instance the official route number 
preceded by the letters “US” in the 
case of Federal highways, or by the 


state abbreviation for state high- | 


ways. 

Wherever practicable, the symbols 
would be lettered directly on the 
pavement, using characters ten to 
thirty feet in height, depending on 
the width of the paving.
